less than 50 per cent.—were recorded. 
Since the Republicans were well organised 
and had been nursing the five seats 
for some months, we may assume that 
their poll represented virtually the full 
Republican strength. It follows that the 
50 per cent. of the electors who did not 
vote at all were supporters of the Anglo- 
Irish settlement. What sort of people are 
those absentees and why did they abstain ? 
The two questions must be answered and 
the necessary action must be taken if the 
Government is not to lose more seats in 
the near future. A partial answer to the 
former question may be given with some 
confidence, The electors who were 
absentees at the five recent contests and 
those who may be absentees at the coming 
nine, and at later contests, include very 
large numbers of the most prosperous, the 
most responsible, the most experienced, 
the most highly educated and the most 
constitutionally-minded citizens of the 
Free State. They include the mass of the 
old Southern Unionists and a high 
percentage of the old Nationalists ’’ who 
supported Mr. Redmond. 

To whatever causes the inaction of such 
people may be due, it cannot be attributed 
to mere apathy; for they are intelligent 
beyond the average and they have large 
stakes in the country. The Government's 
attitude to this phenomenon, therefore, 
ought to be scientific rather than ill- 
tempered ; and it ought not to be satisfied 
with superficial éxplanations. It is true, 
for instance, that the party machine has 
persisted in the choice of candidates who 
make no appeal to the professional and 
commercial classes. It is true that these 
classes are the first victims of crushing taxes 


a-dozen new Sudanese units to replace 
them. A certain amount of trouble was 
anticipated from the Egyptians, who were 
expected to resist their expulsion from the 
Sudan; but, apparently, the mischief- 
makers at Cairo decided that Britain could 
be embarrassed more readily by a revolt 
among the purely Sudanese units. Men 
can be found to mutiny in any army, more 
especially if they happen to be men of a 
low degree of intelligence, such as the 
Sudanese; and the agitators seem to have 
had an easy task. They are the real 
culprits. The average Sudanese soldier is 


an honest, stupid fellow, who hates the 


fellaheen like poison. He is quite well 
satisfied with British rule in his country, 
and would be likely. to welcome, rather 
than to resist, the military separation of the 
Sudan from Egypt. Doubtless, Egyptian 
propaganda will do everything in its 
power to attribute the Khartum mutiny to 
the burning desire of the Sudan. to become 
incorporated in an independent Egypt. 
His Majesty's Government, however, wil} 
not be deflected from its purpose. Murder 
and outrage may disgrace the name of 
Egypt, but the issues at stake are so great 
that every sacrifice must be faced. The 
Sudan will not be abandoned ; for its re- 
tention is the keystone of British policy in 
Egypt. The Egyptians may be able to 
cause much trouble, but in the long run 
they will discover that the game is not 
worth the candle. Britain has a Government 
now that commands universal respect. If 
Egypt insists on defying it, she must take 


the consequences.

CAIRO, Friday. 

The news from the Sudan is extremely 
disquieting. Owing to the telegraph wires 
being cut, it is impossible to obtain 
details of the situation. 

Apparently, however, serious fighting is 
going on at Khartum, in consequence of 
the mutiny of two platoons of the llth 
Sudanese Battalion of the Egyptian Army. 

These men ran amok, after killing a 
British doctor at the Khartum Hospital, 
and two Syrian doctors. 

The latest news is that the mutineers 
are surrounded by British troops, and 
that the casualties are severe. 

The Egyptian newspapers announce the 
discovery of a plot to assassinate Lord 
Allenby and members of the Ziwar 
Cabinet. Further arrests were made to- 
day, including the leader of the students 
who are on strike. 

The arrests which the Egyptian police 
are effecting to-day number 25. Twelve 
have so far been made. Certain persons 
in the provinces are also to be arrested. 
To-day’s arrests include the following: 


Ragheb Iscandar, a lawyer. 

Hassan Yassin, famous as a leader of the 
Cairo students. 

Abdel Hadi, an associate of Hassan Yassin. 

The Sheik Ghayati, a member of the Wafd. 

Dr. Chafik Mansour, who was connected 
with the Wardani 1910 
(Wardani murdered 
Premier, Boutros Ghali). 

All the foregoing are Deputies, except 

Abdel Hadi. Amongst others also ar-

The work of the statistician 
gave the statesman facts on which to 
shape his policy. 

Mr. John Hooper said that Ireland's 


agricultural statistics were the best in the 


world.

A branch 
Society was formed in 1850, the Social In- 
quiry Society, and these two were, in fact, 
amalgama in 1855; but not until its re- 
organisation in Feb , 1862, when it was 
extended to oy i all We i ag of social 
science, was the iety called by its present 
name. They tried to exclude from the 
Society religious differences and party 
politics, nor did they .intrude into the 
province of the politician by taking practical 
action to push social reforms. eir sole 
aim was to enlighten the mind with 
knowledge, to overthrow error, and estab- 
lish ‘truth in the plane of opinion. 

Human beings were all alike in that all 
were born incapable of realising man in the 
mass. They had to acquire that capacity by 

g, patient toil, feeding the mind upon 
blue books and statistics. Without measure- 
ment this thing could not be done, the study 
of social man,. of man in the mass. Statist 
was the same word as statesman. Statistics 
was the collection of measureable facts 
which bore directly on man’s social condi- 
tion, and the interpretation of statistics was 
a difficult art. not to be acquired without 
much time and trouble. 

At one time Irish statistics were better 
done than the British; but since the parti- 
tion of this country and the beginning of 
the Free State, statistical material here had 
lar el disappeared, or the units of com- 


parison had become so changed that the 


whole field was now a chaos, requiring an 
immense work of reconstruction. It was 
work that Irishmen wanted done, that none 
but Irishmen can now do, that that Society 
ought to be ready to undertake. A Guide 
to. Irish Official Statistics, expounded so as 
to he intelligible to the inexpert was greatly 
needed. 


SCIENTIFIC IMPORTANCE. 
It was fundamental truth that figures were 
not scientific evidence to any thinking mind 
until their significant meaning h been 
interpreted; but this required, in the first 
place, that we had learned by what method 
a measurement of the massed facts was 
one. 


AN IRISH PECULIARITY. 

Irish statistics required a iar 
handling of their own before they could be 
interpreted, owing to the unique. circumstance 
that we have here a country with a 
dwindling population. This fact introduced 
an element of paradox into Irish statistics. 
Having illustrated this point with many 
interesting facts drawn from Irish life, he 
said it followed that the rules usually 
applied elsewhere to interpret statistics 
would always require a readjustment when 
we come to apply those rules to Ireland, 


SINCE THE TREATY.

JUDGMENT CREDITORS. 


ONE WAY OF COLLECTING 


DEBTS. 


For the better improvement of Court judg- 
ments for money due in cases where the 
Under-Sheriff is unable to seize sufficient of 
the debtors’ assets, a fairly cheap, speedy 
and effective procedure is provided in Part 
III. of the Enforcement of Law (Occasional 
Powers) Act. 

The Department of Justice advises judg- 
ment creditors to whom the Under-Sheri 
makes a return of “ no to consider 
whether they should not bring the debtor 
into the District Court for examination as 
provided by the Act. In many cases where 
the debtor has no available assets, such as 
furniture or cattle, which the Under-Sheriff 
may seize, there may be money in a bank 
or invested, or the debtor may have a salary 
or some other means. 

If that can be established in the District 
Court, the Justice (Macistrate) can order 
payment to be made either in a lump sum 
or by instalments, and the debtor may be 
imprisoned if he fails to obey the order.

AMAZING ILLUSIONS TO COME. 


Not only has the talking film been in- 
vented, but it is re that a stereoscopic 
film is being made in Chicago. The stereo- 
scopic film gives the illusion of relief and dis- 
tance. Combined with the colour process, the 
new films will throw upon the screen images 
which will have all the ve of living 
bodies, in colour and in solidity, and sounds 
and actions will exactly synchronise. 

It is expected that these developments will 
cause the cinema theatres to rival the legiti- 
mate stage. Now that voices will be re- 
corded, as well as motions, a different type of 
actor will be needed, and the leading figures 
on the legitimate stage may turn to acting 
for the films. Inferior actors will be driven 
out of competition with the moving and 
speaking images of famous actors and 
actresses.

A GREAT FOX-HUNTER.

THE LATE DUKE OF 
BEAUFORT. 


The late Duke of Beauford, of whom a brief 
account was given in the /rish Times of 
day, was one of the most notable of fox- 
unters. The sporting instinct may be said. 
in his case, to have been hereditary; for all 
the latest holders of the title have won dis- 
tinction in one form or other of outdoor sport, 
The eighth Duke was an all-round sportsman 
of the best type: Fox-hanting, coaching and 
the Turf, were among his hobbies, but his 
heart was in the hunt. 
The late Duke was among the first in Eng- 
land to play polo; the hunt, however, was his 
ime and his passion from childhood. Is it 
not writter that his father would not allow 
him to hunt more than three times a week 
till he was five years old? Soon after he 
began to ‘hunt his father’s k, he became 
known as one of the best gentleman huntsmen 
in the country. Not only did he know the 
Badminton country intimately; he knew the 
ways of a fox and the whole art of hunting 


one. 

The Beaufort, or Badminton Hunt, under 
his mastership attained to a rare | aoí 
It attracted hunting folk from a rts ot 
the country. When a sporting magazife once 
asked its readers to vote for the twelve 
best amateur huntsmen of the day, the Duke 
of ufort headed the list. An experienced 
mast@r of foxhounds wrote, on that occasion: 
“I consider the Duke the best huntsman I 
ever saw, but to name.eleven others is beyond 
my power.” i 

It was said of the late Duke :—' He has a 
marvellous eye to hounds; he always knows 
what they are doing, and he possesses that 
seemingly instinctive knowledge of the ways 
of a fox which only comes from long ex- 
perience on a basis of natural aptitude. His 
mounts were of the best, and so keen was his 
judgment that he seldom was far away from 
the right place when the hounds ran. 

As a Ein 1863—he went with his father 
to hunt the wolf in France. Twenty-five 
couples of hounds and eighteen horses were 
taken with them. The experiment, however, 
was not repeated. The late Duke kept from 
seventy-five to eighty couples of hounds, 
which formed three 

The favourite of all his horses was “ Beck- 
ford,” the grey which he rode on the now 
famous Greatwood run of February 22, 1871. 
The Greatwood run was an event in nine- 
teenth century foxhunting. The fox was run 
to earth some thirty-five miles from kennels, 
after nearly every horse had dropped out from 
fatigue: the Duke himself finished the run 
on a cob borrowed from a farmer. An un- 
happy accident, in which his carriage was 
overturned, and his thigh was broken, a few

“The Soviet Government expresses its re- 
gret at the rejection of these Treaties, the 
conclusions of which constituted an important 
step towards securing general peace, and in 

articular towards the strengthening of 
riendiy relations between the les of 
Great Britain and the Soviet Republics. 

“I am directed by my Government to state 
that on its part it has displayed the maximum 
of goodwill and of concessions in connection

the responsibility for the feeling of discontent, 
which the decision of the British Government 
will cause in both countries. 


THE ZINOVIEFF LETTER. 


The second letter deals with the alleged 
letter of M. Zinovieff addressed to the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the Communist 
Party of Great Britain, which M. Rakovsky 
declared to be a forgery. He says :— 

My Government in order to remove any 
doubts whatsoever, and in order to establish 
the unbiassed truth, offered to submit the 
document in question for importial investi- 
gation and arbitration. 

In view of the doubts existing in the 
matter, the British Government found it 
necessary, after the election campaign, to

In view of the above, my Government 
expresses its extreme surprise that the pre- 
sent Government of Grea’ Britain has found 
it possible completely to ignore the fact 
established by its predecessor, and that, 
after having declined the offer for an in- 
vestigation of the document by an im- 
partial Court, it makes vague statements, 
unsupported by any evidence, that the ‘ docu. 
ment is genuine. ＋ Government cannot 
accept such unproven allegations 


FORGED DOCUMENTS, 


My Government considers as established 
and proved the fact that in a number of cities 
in Europe and America there exist organisa- 
tions, under the leadership of Russian counter- 
revolutionary emigrants, and of other sus- 

icious elements, engaged especially in the 
abrication of forged documents, with a view 
to undermining the international position of 
the Soviet union. 

“In the name of my Government, I express 
my deep regret that the British Government 
should base political acts, having the most 
serious bearing upon the further relations be- 
tween the union of Soviet Republics and 
Great Britain, on unverified documents ema- 
nating from doubtful sources, and should thus 
place the relations between the two Govern- 
ments on. a very precarious foundation, in 
that it makes them dependent upon the 
action of malevolent and sinister persons and 
political organisations pursuing selfish aims. 

“My Government cherishes the belief that 
the British Government will in fature be more 
circumspect in its accusations, and that it will 
examine more carefully facts on which it 
bases official communications. If, however, 
the present Government wishes to ignore the 
statement made by the Cabinet Committe on 
November 4, and reiterates the accusation 
based on a forged document, the Soviet 
Government, on its part, must insist on its 
offer of arbitration as the sole means to an 
unbiassed settlement of this question.

JURY’S FINDINGS. 


LORD DARLING ON 
THE IRISH A. D. C. 


Mr. William Cooper Hobbs, one of the 
principal witnesses in the extraordinary 
case against the Midland Bank, which 
concluded in the King's Bench Division 
Court in London yesterday, was arrested 
last evening by the Gravesend police. He 
was later conveyed to London. 

It is stated that Hobbs travelled to 
Gravesend last night by the boat train run 
in connection with the Batavier line of 
steamers which run to Rotterdam. He 
was arrested on the pier at Gravesend on 


ia warrant by Scotland Yard officers. 


This is a climax to one of the most 
sensational actions of recent years. Hobbs 
is a solicitor’s managing clerk, and it was 
alleged that he drew from the bank 
£125,000 of the £150,000 cheque paid by 
the Eastern potentate referred to in the 
case as “ Mr. A.” It was further alleged 
that he retained £40,000 of this amount. 
Mr. Newton is said to have received 
£44,000, and the Irish aide-de-camp to 
„Mr. A. about £40,000. 

The jury gave their verdict in the form 
of replies to a series of ten questions put 
to them by Lord Darling, who inti- 
mated that a day would be appointed next 
week for the discussion of legal arguments 
arising out of the jury’s answers. It is 
understood that the judge will then 
interpret the jury’s findings, and the 
question of costs will also be decided. 

The case of the plaintiff, Mr. Charles 
Ernest Robinson, a bookmaker, was that
